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This responds to the office action dated December 16, 2009. Claims 50-53 are cancelled, 
claim 54 is amendment, and new claims 62-65 are added. Reconsideration is respectfully requested 
in view of these amendments and the following remarks. 

Independent claim 54 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
McDowell. The applicant respectfully disagrees. Claim 54 recites a wireless telephone that is 
configured to automatically adjust the power level of its output signal based on whether the wireless 
telephone is in speakerphone mode . The claim term "speakerphonc mode" is commonly understood 
to mean a mode of operation during which sound is projected through a loudspeaker such that it can 
be heard by more than one person. The instant application recognizes that entering speakerphone 
mode is an indication that the wireless telephone is not being held in proximity to the user's head 
and that it is therefore safe to increase the device's transmit power. 

The rejection of claim 54 relies on an unreasonable interpretation of the term "speakerphone 
mode." Specifically, the office acfion concludes that "speaker mode... is while speaking or 
inputting voice to the speaker close to user['s] head." This interpretation is clearly contrary to the 
commonly understood meaning of "speakerphone mode," as explained above. Nonetheless, claim 
54 has been amended for clarity to specify that the transmit power is increased when the wireless 
telephone is in speakerphone mode. The McDowell reference does not recognize using 
speakerphone mode as an indication that the wireless device is not in proximity of the user's head 
and that the transmit power may therefore be increased. For at least this reason, the appHcanl 
respectfully submits that claims 54, along with its dependent claims, are patentable over the cited 
references and are in condition for allowance. 

New claims 62-65 are also patentable over the cited references. New independent claim 62 

recites a method of controlling a transmit power configuration for a wireless communication device 
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in which a first transmit power setting is used upon initiation of a wireless communication and then, 
during the wireless communication, the transmit power configuration is switched to a second 
transmit power setting in response to detecting thai the wireless communication device has entered a 
speakerphone mode. As explained above, the cited McDowell reference does not contemplate 
determining a transmit power configuration based on whether the device is in speakerphone mode, 
hi addition, the McDowell reference also fails to disclose switching transmit power settings during a 
wireless communication. For at least these reasons, the applicant submits that new claims 62-65 are 
in condition for allowance. 
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
